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City Buys New Atfordable Housing Site 


From Luxury Developer

It’s been nearly one year to the 
day since the Navigation Center at 1515 
South Van Ness Ave. closed so that prop- 
erty owner Lennar could develop the old 
electrical contracting warehouse into a 
six-story, 157-unit building. It was a 
fairly typical development for the times, 
with the minimum amount — 12 per- 
cent — being marketed at “affordable” 
rates. The neighborhood fought Lennar 
on this percentage for years, even chris- 
tening the site “the Mess on South Van 
Ness’ in the style of the “Monster in the 
Mission” or the “Beast on Bryant.” 

But their efforts appeared to be in 
vain — that is, until this week. Mayor 
London Breed announced that the 


city reached a deal to purchase the 

site from Lennar, and plans to build 
approximately 150 100-percent afford- 
able units in its place. 

The city is paying for the site 
through a myriad of sources. Some 
comes from the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Commission’s JumpStart 
fund, and some from the $415 million 
in windfall money that came in earlier 
late last year. If voters pass Breed’s 
$600 million affordable-housing bond 
measure this November, that will gar- 
ner another $45 million for developing 
the site. If everything falls into place, 
construction could begin in the next 
two years. 

But as of Tuesday, 1515 South 
Van Ness Ave. still sat vacant. Once a 
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refuge for the unhoused, it’s now been 
altered to deter them. Metal Public 
Works barriers line the perimeter 
along South Van Ness Avenue and 26th 
Street, to discourage people from set- 
ting up camp on the sidewalk. Big “no 
trespassing” and “no loitering” signs 
are posted on the doors and windows. 
People living in RVs parked outside sat 
in chairs in the shade. 

But nearby, the mood was boister- 
ous, as Breed, District 9 Supervisor 
Hillary Ronen, Planning Commission 
President Myrna Melgar, and many 
members of the Mission gathered to 
celebrate the news of the city’s pur- 
chase. The press conference was held in 
the shadow of 1296 Shotwell St., an af- 
fordable senior home on a neighboring 
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lot that the Mission Economic Devel- 
opment Agency (MEDA) is building. 
“Government sometimes takes a re- 
ally long time to make things happen,” 
Breed said. “We are really lucky that we 
got this windfall money. The first thing 
I thought about was all these sites in 
the Mission, and whether or not we 
would be allowed to acquire these sites 
for 100-percent affordable housing. 
“We all know the sad history of re- 
development in this city,” Breed added, 
citing her childhood neighborhood 
of the Fillmore, which saw massive 
displacement in the wake of new devel- 
opments. “We are going to protect our 
diversity. We’re going to protect our 
communities. We have to start making 
the right kind of investments.” 





Ronen has been pushing for these 
investments in her district since her 
early campaign days. 

“When I was running for office, I 
made a goal and a pledge to build 5,000 
units of affordable housing in District 
9 in a decade,” she said. “I’m proud 
of each and every unit. Right now we 
are at 1,182 units, and that is because 
the Mission is united — not just with 
itself, but with City Hall.” 

That unity has the potential for 
a massive impact. Ihe Mission went 
through a full decade without any 
affordable housing being built — and 
much was lost, due to condo conver- 
sions or fires. But this year alone the 
Mission has seen ground break on 
157 units at 1950 Mission St. and 143 
units at 1990 Folsom St. 

Much of this newfound success 
is due to the presence of two major 
affordable housing developers that call 
the neighborhood home: MEDA and 
the Mission Housing Development 
Corporation. And these nonprofits are 
tirelessly committed to the fight for 
preservation and against displacement. 
On Tuesday, representatives of those 
groups — including several members 
of Mission cultural district Calle 24 — 
stood alongside Breed, Ronen, Melgar, 
MEDA, and MHDC to celebrate the 
news. That in itself is a feat. 

“For the first time, I’m looking 
around at all of my colleagues, non- 
profits, and all of the community insti- 
gators and collaborators ... the Mission 
is united,” Melgar said. “For the first 
time, we’re all on the same page that in 
building affordable housing we are not 
only preserving our community but we 
are getting it back. Those 8,000 fami- 
lies that have been displaced from San 
Francisco, that are part of our schools, 
our churches, our community organi- 
zations. We're getting them back.” 

For longtime members of the neigh- 
borhood, that’s a big deal. Roberto 
Hernandez, often jokingly called “the 
mayor of the Mission,” says that all 
this work is building a legacy for future 
generations. 

“It’s a beautiful ending to a story,” 
he said. “We knew that we didn’t need 
anymore luxury units in our barrio. I 
believe in my corazon [that this devel- 
opment is] going to make a difference. 
It’s going to give people hope.” 
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Counting Crows 


The Bay Area crow population is taking off, but that means murder for songbirds and other threatened San 


Francisco bird populations.

You'd think seagulls would be 


the most common bird at San Francis- 
co's Pacific Ocean beaches, but they’re 
not. Surprisingly, crows and ravens are 
the most populous birds to occupy our 
local shoreline, and the Bay Area crow 
population is a full four times larger 
than that of ravens. 

If you feel like you're seeing more 
crows in San Francisco these days, 
you re probably right. Crows had 
nearly been eradicated from the city 
in the mid-1980s, when only a cou- 
ple dozen remained here. But recent 
bird counts estimate the current San 
Francisco crow population at nearly 
1,000. 

The best guess that birders have 
at the population size of any species 
of feathered friends comes from 
an informal, annual census known 


as the Audubon Society Christmas 
Bird Count. These late-December 
volunteer bird counts happen all over 
the country, and the Bay Area’s local 
chapter, the Golden Gate Audubon 
Society, conducts ours. 

This year’s count estimated 
around 900 crows in San Francisco, 
and nearly 2,500 in Oakland — each 
of which represents an exponential 
increase over the last 20 years. 

Bird observers aren't entirely sure 
why more crows are showing up in 
the Bay Area. But it might have to do 
with the fact these very intelligent 
birds have realized that no one is 
likely to shoot them in San Francisco 
or Oakland. The crow has never been 
a very popular bird, and has long had 
a “varmint” reputation as a nuisance 
animal (if not an outright bad omen). 
Back in the early 1900s, Golden Gate 
Park hired police to shoot any crows

they saw in the park, as well as other 
then-reviled animals like coyotes and 
blue jays. 

California still has a crow hunt- 
ing season, even in the modern era. 
(It runs from Dec. 1 to April 4, and 
there are plenty of exceptions that 
let you shoot crows in the off-sea- 
son.) While city dwellers might con- 
sider crows a mere irritant, killing 
crows is pretty important in parts of 
the state that grow corn and nuts, 
which the crows love to feast upon. 

In all, the state’s Department 
of Fish and Wildlife estimates that 
about 35,000 crows are shot in Cal- 
ifornia every year, mostly in areas 
where hunting is popular. As a sur- 
vival tactic crows may be migrating 
to big cities as a refuge — and one 
with plenty of food. (Like raccoons, 
they consider human garbage to be 
excellent cuisine.) 


Crows remain in San Fran- 
cisco year-round, even during 
the rainy season. But you may 
not be seeing the same crows 
all year. Crows are a unique 
species in that some of them 
migrate, some stay put all year, 
and some packs are a combina- 
tion of migrators and non-mi- 
grators. 

And all of the caw-ing and 
squawking you hear from crows 
is actually intelligent speech. 
Ornithologists have found that 
crows have specific calls they 
give for announcing their lo- 
cations, or the whereabouts of 
food or predators. 

You might sometimes 
confuse ravens for crows, and 
the Bay Area populations of 
both birds have increased 
dramatically in recent years. 
Both are classified in a family 
of birds called corvids, though 
ravens are usually larger, have 
V-shaped tails, and tend to 
travel mostly in pairs. 

And the two species hate 
each other. They often fight, 
and researchers estimate that 
the crows start the fight in 
97 percent of these incidents, 
since ravens often rob crows’ 
nests for their eggs. 

Crows, however, do the ex- 
act same thing — just to other 
species. It’s great that crows eat 
up mice and insects, although 
many bird observers blame the 
crows for a decline in some songbird 
and waterbird populations. In partic- 
ular, the endangered species known 
as the snowy plover — those plump 
little birds often seen at Ocean Beach 
and Crissy Field — are a favorite 
for corvids’ nest-robbing meals, and 
crows are considered a driving factor 
in the plovers’ threatened status. 

While ravens are known for tor- 
menting people by repeating the 
word “nevermore,’ crows are con- 
sidered some of the most intelligent 
birds on earth. They know how to 
open plastic food bags, they drop 
nuts where cars drive to crack them 
open, and they use crosswalks to 
avoid getting hit by automobiles. 
And since no one’s shooting at them 
here, San Francisco is becoming a 
more popular destination, as the 
crow flies. 


The Transbay 
Transit Center 
Is Finally Safe 


After eight months of patching 
cracked steel beams, the SoMa 
transit hub will reopen on July 1.

Unless more surprise structural 
safety issues are discovered last minute, the 
Salesforce Transit Center will reopen on 
Monday, July 1. 

The Transbay Joint Powers Authority 
(TJPA) announced on Tuesday that the 
$2.2 billion transportation center was 
once again safe for the public, and would 
reopen in a couple weeks. It initially 
opened to great fanfare in August 2018, 
with hundreds of people lining up to 
experience the rooftop garden in the first 
week. But serious cracks in supportive 
steel beams were discovered only six 
weeks later. 

“We are pleased to welcome the public 
back to the transit center and sincerely 
apologize for the inconvenience this 
temporary closure has caused,” said Mo- 
hammed Nuru, who chairs TJPA’s board 
of directors. “We can now reopen this 
critical piece of our transportation net- 
work and important source of open space 
to commuters, the neighborhood, and the 
entire region.” 

An independent panel of engineers 
and experts notified San Francisco Mayor 
London Breed and Oakland Mayor Libby 
Schaaf this week that the structure was, 
once again, safe for the public. Though 
the reopen time for both the three-block- 
long transbay transit center and rooftop 
park between Second and Beale streets 
along Mission Street is set for July 1 at 
6 a.m., regional transportation agencies 
don’t have an exact date of when they will 
return. 

Muni and Golden Gate Transit will 
have bus service on the street level in ear- 
ly July but Greyhound, Westcat, and AC 
Transit’s 26 bus lines won't return to the 
bus deck until late summer. Food trucks, 
public art installations, Salesforce Park, 
and the Grand Hall will open on July 1 
as well. 
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Are Oakland's 
Cannabis Taxes 
Too High? 


Local trade association founder 


James Anthony is doing all he 
canto sound the alarm. 


When asked to describe the city 
of Oakland’s approach to taxing cannabis 
businesses, James Anthony opts for a 
colorfully blunt analogy. 

“They insist on boiling the frog 
backwards,” Anthony explains. “Their 
fucking idea of how to boil a frog is to 
get the water boiling, fling that poor 
little bastard in there, and tell him that 
it’s OK because you'll turn the heat 
down in a couple of years.” 

In this case, the frog is any cannabis 
business operating in Oakland. The 
boiling water? That would be the city’s 
10-percent tax on gross receipts for 
adult use sales — the highest such rate 
in California. (San Francisco’s voters 
approved Proposition D last fall, which 
caps rates at 5 percent, while Santa Ro- 
sa’s rate cap is even lower at 3 percent.) 

The reason for this profound dis- 
crepancy stretches back nearly a de- 
cade. In 2010, Oakland passed a ballot 
measure that set the current rates of 
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5 percent for medical and 10 percent 
for adult use. At that time, adult-use 
cannabis was still a hypothetical. 
However, once Proposition 64 went 
into effect on Jan. 1, 2018, its impact 
became very real. 

Before James Anthony formed Oak- 
land Citizens for Equity and Prosperity 
(OPEC), he served as an attorney with 
the city of Oakland. 

“T was a nuisance prosecutor, he 
says of his former career. “I went after 
slumlords and liquor stores and crack 
houses.” 

In 2003, California passed SB 420, 
which further defined the state’s 
medical-marijuana program. Prior to 
SB 420, Anthony says that the city of 
Oakland largely ignored the 20 or so 
medical dispensaries operating Up- 
town. Feeling a 
bit disillusioned, 

Anthony left his 
position with the 
city in 2006 to 
consult for the 
cannabis industry. 
Eleven years later, 
OPEC was born. 

“Our name 
sounds like a polit- 
ical action commit- 
tee,” he says, “be- 
cause that’s what 
it was originally 
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intended to be.” 

Prior to its identity as a trade asso- 
ciation, OPEC sought to overturn an 
Oakland ordinance mandating a three- 
year residency period for any canna- 
bis permit holders. When Anthony 
realized OPEC would not have to sue 
the city, he quickly turned the group’s 
attention to lowering the 10-percent 
adult-use tax before recreational sales 
went into effect. 

Nearly two years later, that contin- 
ues to be OPEC’s primary objective. 
Some of the hurdles Anthony has faced 
along the way are almost comical in 
their absurdity. 

“At one point,” he recalls, “the city 
attorney informed everyone that the 
ballot measure Oakland had passed in 
2010 was written kind of funny. He 
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said it gave [the city council] the power 
to lower the 5-percent medical tax, but 
not to lower the 10-percent non-med- 
ical tax.” 

For Anthony, the message couldn't 
be simpler: Lower the gross-receipts 
tax or prepare for a mass exodus. With 
neighboring cities offering substantial- 
ly lower tax rates — and without the 
tiered structure — Anthony feels that 
Oakland is doing everything wrong in 
terms of giving its cannabis operators 
a reason to stay. 

Some hope has arrived in the form 
of Oakland City Council members Dan 
Kalb and Rebecca Kaplan. They both 
seem receptive to OPEC’s concerns. 

On May 20, the City Council voted 
to lower the gross-receipts tax for 

cannabis businesses 

making $500,000 
| or less annually 
from 10 percent to 
a mere 0.12 per- 
cent. It’s certainly 
a promising start, 
although Anthony 
is quick to point out 
that any business 
that crosses the 
$500,000 threshold 
by even a dollar 
will still find them- 
selves stuck with a 
massive tax bill. It 























also means that general permit holders 
tasked with incubating equity opera- 
tors in Oakland may soon pull up their 
stakes. The way the city’s tax rates are 
currently structured, it almost feels 
like success is punished rather than 
rewarded. 

Eschewing any amphibian meta- 
phors, Anthony doesn’t mince words 
in offering his outlook on the future 
of Oakland’s cannabis industry should 
nothing change. 

“Why the fuck would you come to 
Oakland with a non-retail business and 
be killed by these gross receipts taxes?” 
he asks. “What we’re protesting is a 
tax policy that is also going to destroy 
equity businesses and cripple or drive 
their general partners out of business 
or at least out of Oakland. If the gen- 
erals don’t make it, they can’t incubate 
anybody.” 

He also has some parting words 
for anyone who might be in a similar 
situation. 

“In retrospect,’ he says, “I now see 
that you should never miss a chance 
to sue a bureaucracy because they will 
screw you passively any way they can.”

the ball

This week’s question coincides with 
baseball season, which is the perfect 
time of year for me to remind readers of 
an important legal issue relating to 
their enjoyment of America’s pastime: 


gets hit with a line drive, foul ball or 


Who is responsible if someone 
broken bat while watching a game?” 


A e Asalawyer — anda big Giants 
fan — I like to start off the season by 
reminding people to put down your 
cellphone and keep your eye on the ball 
during play. A distraction can lead to se- 
rious and even life-threatening injury. 





Balls and bats leaving the playing 
field and entering the stands are 
not uncommon. Indeed, Bloomberg 
reported in 2014 that roughly 1,750 
spectators a year are injured by bat- 
ted balls at all of the major league 
ballparks throughout the United 
States. The study showed spectators 
were much more likely to be hit with 
an errant ball than a player was to 
be hit with a pitch. While most inju- 
ries, thankfully, are minor, there are 
reports of severe injuries and even 
death due the use of wooden bats and 
presence of 90 mph fastballs. 


In a 2015 Boston Globe article, 
baseball statistician Edwin Comber 
said about 73 percent of foul balls 
go into the stands. A 2000 lawsuit 
against the Boston Red Sox revealed 
that during a five-year period in the 
1990s, 36 to 53 fans per year were 
hit by balls outside the field of play. 
Indeed, there have been reports of 
serious head injuries, skull fractures 
and even brain injuries as a result of 
bats and balls entering the stands. 


As fans demand to be ever-closer 
to the action, and as high-priced seats 
are moved closer to the field, the risk 
of injury goes up — just as fast as the 
price. 
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The issue of liability for fans’ inju- 
ries was addressed by the California 
Supreme Court in 1935, in the case 
of Quinn v. Recreation Park Ass’n. 
The court held that one of the natu- 
ral risks assumed by fans attending 
major league games is that of being 
struck by batted or thrown balls. The 
court ruled the franchise and/or park 
owner/operator is not required, nor 
does it undertake, to insure patrons 
against injury from such source. 

All that is required is the exercise 

of ordinary care to protect patrons 
against such injuries. Management 

is not obliged to make each seat safe 
from flying balls. The court pointed 
out that many patrons prefer to sit 
where their view is not obscured by 

a screen. The duty imposed by law is 
performed when screened seats are 
provided for as many as may be rea- 
sonably expected to call for them on 
any ordinary occasion and if a specta- 
tor chooses to occupy an unscreened 
seat or is unable to buy a screened 
seat and chooses to occupy one that 
is not protected, she/he “assumes 

the risk of being struck by thrown or 
batted balls; and, if injured thereby, is 
precluded from recovering damages 
therefore.” 


In Neinstein v. Los Angeles Dodg- 
ers Inc. (1985), the Court of Appeals 
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held “the quality of a spectator’s 
experience in witnessing a baseball 
game depends on his or her proximity 
to the field of play and the clarity of 
the view, not to mention the price 

of the ticket. As we see it, to permit 

a plaintiff to recover under the cir- 
cumstances here would force baseball 
stadium owners to do one of two 
things: One, place all spectator areas 
behind a protective screen, thereby 
reducing the quality of everyone’s 
view and changing the very nature of 
the game, since players are often able 
to reach into the spectator area to 
catch foul balls; or two, continue the 
status quo and increase the price of 
tickets to cover the cost of compen- 
sating injured persons with the result 
that persons of meager means might 
be “priced out” of enjoying the great 
American pastime. 


To me, neither alternative is 
acceptable. It is not the role of the 
courts to effect a wholesale remodel- 
ing of a revered American institution 
through application of the tort law. 
This decision was in line with one 
handed down in Ratcliff v. San Diego 
Baseball Club of Pacific Coast League 
(1938), in which the Court of Appeals 
held that a spectator who voluntarily 
occupies an unprotected seat assumes 
the risk of being struck by thrown or 
batted balls.

Money Down Payments 


As with almost everything, there 
are some exceptions in this line of 
legal reasoning. For example, the 
courts have held that a franchise 
may be held liable for injury that oc- 
curred while a mascot distracted a fan 
during play, resulting in a fly ball to 
the face. (Lowe v. California League of 
Prof. Baseball (1997). No one is liable 
for a bat that inadvertently gets loose 
if the park owners have provided 
some areas of protected seating and 
have adequately screened the areas 
most likely to be at risk of flying balls 
and bats. 


Just remember: The nosebleed 
seats may prevent you from getting a 
bloody nose.

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Who's Killing the Taxi Industry?

Average rents for a studio in San 
Francisco go for upward of $3,000, but 
that’s the least of David Smith’s worries. 
As an independent cab driver of more 
than 20 years, he has to make $4,000 a 
month just to operate his cab and pay off 
a $250,000 medallion, the metal plate 
that signifies a taxi operates in the city 
legally. 

“At best, it’s death by a thousand 
paper cuts,” says Smith, who still owes 
$150,000 to the San Francisco Fed- 
eral Credit Union. “Do I just take the 
$100,000 loss and walk away, and let 
the credit union and MTA fight over it? 
Or do I hang in there and hope some- 
thing happens?” 

San Francisco didn’t always charge 
taxi drivers a quarter million dollars 
for an operating license, leased out to 
drivers by cab companies or by other 


individual drivers. Starting in 1978, 
drivers were awarded medallions at no 
cost — but only after sometimes wait- 
ing more than a decade for one to free 
up — until 2010, when the city started 
selling them at high prices, New York 
City-style. At the behest of then-May- 
or Gavin Newsom, San Francisco sold 
hundreds of medallions, conveniently 
bringing in about $64 million amid 

a recession and subsequent budget 
shortfall. 

However, that proved to be an un- 
wise decision. Uber launched in San 
Francisco the same year the medallion 
sales program was piloted. Within a 
decade, taxis went from a vehicular 
near-monopoly to accounting for just 
one-twelfth of all trips generated by 
rideshare vehicles from companies like 
Uber and Lyft. The San Francisco Mu- 
nicipal Transportation Agency hasn't 
sold a medallion since April 2016. 


Smith often borrows money from 
friends and family to get through bad 
months with fewer customers, using 
the better months to pay it back. He’s 
considered defaulting on the loan, 
accepting the hit to his credit, and 
finding a minimum-wage job — which 
might be an improvement for the 
44-year-old living with his father, also 
a cab driver. Smith doesn’t have chil- 
dren, as many other drivers do, nor can 
he imagine supporting any. 

Since 2010, medallions have plum- 
meted in value, netting hundreds of 
dollars in fares per month when they 
once brought in thousands. But even 
drivers without a medallion loan 
— those who obtained it from that 
now-defunct waiting list, or those who 
lease it from owners — say they’re 
working 10-plus hour days, six or sev- 
en times a week, to make up for low 


Pay. 
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“We suffer, and our families suffer, 
and people are having bad health is- 
sues, Smith says. “It’s just terrible.” 

In 2019, taxis compete with roughly 
6,000 additional ride-share vehicles 
clogging San Francisco’s streets during 
peak periods. Consequently, some 170 
medallions have been foreclosed on — 
out of today’s total of 625 — and the 
SFMTA faces two major lawsuits. The 
San Francisco Federal Credit Union 
has sued them over the devalued 
medallions, while on the other end, a 
group of drivers calling themselves the 
Taxi Coalition have filed suit over the 
agency’s allegedly botched attempt at 
medallion reform. While some veteran 
cabbies, the quintessential seen-it-all 
types, seem to be waiting out what 
they imagine to be Uber and Lyft’s in- 
evitable implosion — neither company 
makes a consistent profit — it just 
seems to be a terrible time to make a 
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living from behind the wheel. 

But the rideshare revolution didn’t 
just happen to the city. The SFMTA 
declined to enforce taxi-related laws on 
rideshare apps until state regulators 
took over, while the fractured nature 
of the taxi industry failed to respond 
to customers desires, like tracking the 
car on asmartphone. In the meantime, 
the David Smiths who used to ferry 
people around town in Crown Victorias 
and other cars with ample back seats 
are caught in the middle. But just how 
much of the blame for the decline of 
the taxi industry sits squarely on Uber 
and Lyft? 


Taxi companies fail to unite 


San Francisco’s taxi industry 
comprises 24 cab companies, eight dis- 
patch services, and roughly 1,500 medal- 
lions, which fall under six distinct 
categories. Individual drivers often pay a 
daily “gate fee” to companies known as 
“color schemes” for the cars they own 
and manage. Historically, medallions 
have been highly coveted, and owners of- 
ten lease them out to companies or the 
4,000 currently active drivers, collecting 
a cut of the ride profits. 

In the past, these varied interests 
have not been inclined to cooperate for 
the industry’s greater good. 

“It’s the tragedy of the commons,” 
says Kate Toran, SFMTA Director of 
Taxi and Accessible Services. “If one 
group likes a certain policy, one or two 
of the others won't. It makes it really 
challenging to move forward.” 

That’s what made 1978’s Propo- 
sition K monumental in successfully 
putting medallions in the hands of 
veteran drivers, instead of cab com- 
panies or any individual who came to 
own them. That system, however, got 
thrown out the window partly thanks 
to politicians like Mayor Newsom and 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin, who led the 
2008 transfer of the Taxi Commis- 
sion’s regulatory authority to SFMTA 
— something cab companies cheered 
and individual drivers opposed. This 
marked the beginning of an era of de- 
stabilization for the industry. 

Under Toran’s predecessor, 
Christiane Hayashi, San Francisco’s 
medallions were set at $250,000 and 
financed through the credit union with 
controlled interest rates — a move 
designed to prevent even higher prices 
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from auctions similar to those in New 
York City, in which medallions were 
sold for upward of $1 million. In the 
end, SFMTA reported that it eventu- 
ally made $64 million from about 700 
medallion sales. (It charged half-price 
for the 150 drivers closest to the top of 
the waiting list.) 

But as Donald Trump fixer and one- 
time taxi medallion owner Michael 
Cohen can tell you, the value of a me- 
dallion ain’t what it used to be. Before 
the value of medallions plummeted, 

a bigger crisis of competition would 
emerge — one that exposed some of 
the problems customers had with cabs. 

Dispatch of taxis had always been 
inefficient, leaving customers unsure 
of just when the cab was coming, if 
at all, Medallion Holders Association 
leader Carl Macmurdo acknowledges. 
The industry even opposed credit 
cards, until the city forced cab com- 
panies to accept them in 2011. Some 
drivers were selective about who they 
picked up, leading to accusations 
of discrimination. Too often, riders 
couldn’t count on them to show up. 

“The industry really served the peo- 
ple poorly in the past,” says Macmur- 
do, the owner of an earned medallion. 
“That was the biggest downfall of the 
cab industry — they couldn’t guaran- 
tee a ride. That’s what led to the wild 
popularity of Uber.” 


Uber takes ride-hailing by storm 


In 2010, Uber began marketing 
rides in luxury cars. It cost more than a 
cab at the time, but passengers could 
simply tap a button on their iPhones and 
track its movements, instead of calling a 
taxi dispatch number with no map show- 
ing them how close their ride was. It 
seems ordinary now, but the ability to 
summon a nice car from the ether felt 
like magic — especially compared to 
standing on the curb and hoping a cab 
passed by or calling one and wondering 
when it would show up. 

SFMTA reacted to this development 
with a cease-and-desist letter, threat- 
ening a $5,000 penalty for each time 
Uber operated a car without a taxicab 
permit. It took particular umbrage 
with the company’s initial name, Uber- 
Cab. 

“The name ‘UberCab’ indicates that 
you are a taxicab company or affiliated 
with a taxicab company, and as such 
you are under the jurisdiction of the 
SFMTA,” the letter reads. “Again, the 
SFMTA demands that UberCab, LLC 
cease and desist all activities, opera- 
tions, and advertisements related to 
car service in San Francisco.” 

That opposition was short-lived. 
Although Uber removed ‘Cab’ from 
its name, it continued picking up 
passengers without permits and used 
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the seductiveness of its app and some 
hard-knuckle tactics to spread to cities 
worldwide. In 2011, the newly inaugu- 
rated Mayor Ed Lee welcomed the so- 
called sharing economy, dodging calls 
to enforce taxi regulations as Lyft and 
Sidecar joined the scene. 

The regulatory battle soon shifted 
from city to state. By 2013, the Cal- 
ifornia Public Utilities Commission, 
which already had jurisdiction over 
limousines, created a new category: 
Transportation Network Companies, 


or TNCs. In responding to public-safe- 


ty concerns like vehicle inspections 
and driver screenings, California be- 
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came the first state to establish rules 
around ridesharing without counting 
the vehicles as traditional taxicabs. 
Suddenly, the rest of the country had 
someone's lead to follow — one that 
charted a path to let TNCs more or less 
off the hook. 

“They were operating as illegal taxi 
cabs,” says Chris Sweis, CEO of Yellow 
Cab. “They hid behind this concept of 
being an app. It’s effectively on-de- 
mand service.” 

Sweis and just about everyone in 
the taxi industry stands by this point, 
and continues to plead with regulators 
to do something. Yet those same cab 










companies failed to coalesce behind an 
app of their own, including a city-fund- 
ed one in 2013 that would have digi- 
tized rides. Instead, Flywheel emerged 
in 2015 as an Uber-but-for-taxicabs 
but kicked off some 1,000 medallion 
owners in 2018. Hansu Kim, who owns 
both the Flywheel app and cab compa- 
ny, then told the Examiner he sought 
to improve the industry’s reputation 
by ridding the app of drivers with poor 
customer service. 

Although the taxi industry has criti- 
cized SFMTA for passing responsibility 
to the CPUC, Toran notes they’ve sent 
dozens of letters to the state regula- 
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tors. Plus, the local agency has begun 
to take action — with reforms that 
have unified the industry in a rare way. 


Bumpy path to reform 


In an attempt to level the play- 
ing field between taxi drivers and TNCs, 
the city relaxed several regulations and 
fees, allowing some taxi vehicles to stay 
in service longer than the previous limit 
of nine years, and expediting driver 
screenings from two weeks to one day. 
In doing so, the SFMTA forfeited almost 
$10 million in revenue between 2014 
and 2018.

But the value of the medallions had 
plummeted so far that the agency was 
no longer able to find buyers — and 
still hasn’t since 2016 — so the credit 
union pressured SFMTA to reinvigo- 
rate the industry by doing more. 

First, at the taxi industry’s request, 
SFMTA enlisted the help of a consul- 
tant to determine the next steps. They 
tackled what Toran described as an 
“oversupply” of medallions, with only 
17 percent of medallion holders like 
Smith earning a living wage. ‘The initial 
plan was to recall two of the six types 
of medallions, but some of those are 
owned by elderly or retired drivers 
like Macmurdo who rely on them for 
income by using them themselves or 
leasing them to others. After the back- 
lash, SFMTA retreated from a proposal 
to revoke medallions established be- 
fore 1978.

“They've invested the most in the 
industry and earned the least,” To- 
ran says about purchased-medallion 
holders like David Smith. “This has 
been a very long-standing effort and 
conversation and process. We vetted a 
medallion-reform package in 2016 for, 
I think, almost a year.” 

The credit union was not satisfied 
with the agency’s response, feeling 
stymied by promises made to boost 
cab profits. That same year, the Trea- 
surer’s Office estimated that 37,000 
Uber and Lyft vehicles operated in San 
Francisco, versus 2,000 medallions and 
an indeterminate number of active taxi 
drivers. 

Meanwhile, things only got ug- 
lier. In 2018, the credit union filed 
suit, seeking not only $28 million 
in damages but also to buy back the 
medallions — something that could

provide relief for drivers like Smith. 
That October, to help the people who 
Toran says earned the least, SFMTA 
approved a plan involving lucrative air- 
port fares. Only drivers with purchased 
medallions — as opposed to the legacy 
drivers who never had to pay for them 
— could pick up passengers at SFO. 
Consequently, irate drivers flocked to 
City Hall to protest the threat to one of 
their last reliable sources of business. 
SFMTA acquiesced, allowing another 
570 earned medallion holders to make 
airport pickups. 

But hundreds more are still re- 
stricted from SFO, so the cab drivers 
decided to join forces as the Taxi Coali- 
tion. This group of cab companies and 
drivers with different medallion types 
formed in late last fall after SFMTA 
introduced the airport ban. 

“The business is not great to start 


with, and then on top of it, the SFMTA 
is stabbing us in the back,” says Ber- 
nard Dethiers, a Taxi Coalition mem- 
ber. “The main purpose of this policy is 
to pretend the city is doing something. 
It’s a smoke screen.” 

In March, the Taxi Coalition filed 
a suit against San Francisco alleging 
discrimination, as it benefits one type 
of medallion holder while harming 
others (who tend to be elderly). How- 
ever, a federal judge denied the group a 
preliminary injunction to stop the new 
rules in June. In other words, the mess 
keeps growing. 

“In the scale of human suffering, 
they’re at 99 percent,” Macmurdo says 
about drivers who paid for medal- 
lions. “The rest of us are in the low 90 
percent scale. There’s so much human 
tragedy, it’s off the charts.” 

He would know. Macmurdo, 68, had 
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to stop driving a few years ago after 
having three hernia operations, but 
may have to return in order to make a 
living. It may not be much of a living, 
though. The medallion he earned in 
1997, after about 14 years on the wait- 
ing list, went from bringing in roughly 
$25,000 a year to a paltry $5,000, he 
says. 

Toran, who leads SFMTA’s taxi pro- 
gram, denies that the Taxi Coalition 
lawsuit prompted the agency to pri- 
oritize purchased-medallion holders. 
But if it concedes that failure, it will be 
out millions of dollars amid a projected 
$521 million budget shortfall by 2020. 
When it first partnered with the bank, 
SFMTA agreed that if the program 
ceased or failed, it would buy back the 
medallion. 

And none of this has restored much 
value to the medallions. While Smith 
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no longer borrows money at the same 
rate to stay afloat, the medallion loan 
is still unsustainable as a cab driver. 
Drivers like Smith who are saddled 
with debt are also calling for the city to 
buy them back, potentially through a 
ballot measure. 

“The medallion-sales program has 
failed,” he says. “If the MTA can’t reg- 
ulate Uber and Lyft, and they can’t use 
their influence with the PUC with any 
other aspect of the industry to regulate 
or restrict them, then we just need to

Waking up 


In Martin Scorcese’s Taxi Driver, 
Robert De Niro’s character Travis Bickle 
is a symbol of urban decay. For decades 
on, taxi drivers have come to represent a 
different transformation of cities into 
app-driven spaces of disruption. Al- 
though S.EF’s cabbies fault the local and 
state government for failing to step in, 
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they can’t deny that Uber and Lyft have 
changed the business permanently. 

Even in 2006 — years before either 
Uber or Lyft even existed — an analy- 
sis of the taxi industry revealed warn- 
ing signs. It pointed to several cities 
that tried deregulating cabs only to see 
the “unanticipated and unattractive 
side effects” of more cars, more high- 
way congestion and pollution, higher 
fares, reduced driver income, and rot- 
ting customer service. 

After more than a decade, that 
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trend of light regulation is beginning 
to change. New York became the first 
jurisdiction to crack down on Uber 
and Lyft in 2018 by freezing permits, 
requiring a minimum wage for drivers, 
and requiring reports on every trip. 
Unsurprisingly, Uber sued to stop the 
changes, reiterating the position that 
it’s a platform, not a taxi company. 

“Lyft was never about building 
a better taxi. Our goal is to make 
car ownership optional,” a company 
spokesperson says. “In addition to 
opening up a flexible earning oppor- 
tunity for people all over the country, 
Lyft has also connected communities 
and cities by expanding service to un- 
derserved communities, where other 
transportation services have been his- 
torically scarce.” 

While CPUC distanced itself from 
considering reforms similar to New 
York’s, San Franciscans will weigh a 
November ballot measure that will 
make Lyft and Uber trips costlier. The 
measure, which Peskin negotiated with 
the rideshare companies, would add a 
surcharge on rideshare trips to raise up 
to $35 million annually for transit and 
street-safety projects, ostensibly to 
reduce a reliance on TNCs and mitigate 
vehicle congestion. 

Their IPOs open another issue for 
Uber and Lyft, who each entered the 
stock market earlier this year. Neither 
company has generated a profit, and 
thus far, they’ve used venture-capital 
funding to subsidize lower fares that 
catapulted their popularity. They’ve 
lost billions as they rapidly expanded. 

“IT do think that Uber and Lyft is 
largely a Ponzi scheme, and now that 
the original investors made out, it’s 
going to collapse,’ Macmurdo says. “I 
don’t think the business model will 
sustain.” 

Uber and Lyft already face a revolt 
from their contract drivers, who say 
they can’t make a living due to re- 
tooled rate systems that dramatically 
decreased their incomes. Macmurdo 
is not alone in the wait-and-see ap- 
proach. 

“We're certainly watching what 
happens with the IPOs with interest,” 
Toran says. “It’s always a great oppor- 
tunity for the taxi industry to step up 
and show where they excel, and really 
step into the customer-service role.” 


Can taxis make a comeback? 


Though the industry is down, 
it’s not out. 

This month, SFO moved ride-hail- 
ing pickups in the domestic terminal 
away from the curb and into a parking 
garage, which could spur more passen- 
gers to hop in a cab. And SFMTA’s 90- 
day report on the airport restrictions 





found that average monthly revenue 
for purchased medallion holders in- 
creased 41 percent, although the goal 
of having more cabs operate in the city 
has yet to materialize. 

Smith agrees that it’s been easier 
to break even since then, but he still 
pockets less than the minimum wage. 
Lawsuits by the credit union and Taxi 
Coalition are still pending, leaving his 
fate up in the air. (A federal judge ruled 
against the coalition’s preliminary in- 
junction last week.) 

But the market for traditional cabs 
will likely never disappear entirely. 
Uber and Lyft brag, with some justifi- 
cation, that they cater to underserved 
populations. But many riders must rely 
on cabs to get around: people with dis- 
abilities, people without credit or debit 
cards, international tourists without 
working phones, and people who sim- 
ply do not have access to smartphones 
needed to order rideshare vehicles. 

Cab companies are also upping their 
digital game to compete. Yellow Cab 
is revamping its YoTaxi app (which 
Sweis called “one of the worst apps 
we ve ever seen’). By the end of the 
summer, YoTaxi users can find features 
Uber and Lyft passengers recognize: 
setting your destination, receiving a 
cost estimate, selecting the type of ve- 
hicle (including ones with wheelchair 
ramps), and direct billing for corporate 
accounts. 

Sweis says he’s opening YoTaxi 
up to other companies — unlike Fly- 
Wheel. 

Could these factors send more cus- 
tomers to taxicabs? It’s too soon to say, 
but drivers are grateful for as much 
business as they can get. And some 
supervisors, including Peskin, question 
why SFMTA still technically allows me- 
dallion sales, and why the city hasn't 
looked into buying them back. (“T think 
it’s time to blow it up,” said Supervisor 
Sandra Lee Fewer about the medallion 
sales at a June 10 hearing on the air- 
port regulations. “I think it’s time to 
start over.) 

“What it really comes down to is 
us having a stable industry in San 
Francisco,” Sweis says. “We can’t deal 
with the constant back-and-forth in 
regulations.” 

Whether or not it stabilizes, cab 
drivers struggle to find a way out. 

“Our stress level is out-of-control 
all the time,” Smith says. “It’s just 
constant — hard-working-class people 
are suffering while [SFMTA staff] is 
still making money. No one at the MTA 
makes a bad wage. [Toran] could pay 
off my medallion in one year.”

Like every bona fide painter, 
Ronnie Goodman keeps his artist’s 
tools nearby. His art, too. But on a re- 
cent weekday afternoon, Goodman 
had all his possessions with him as he 
positioned himself in a doorway near 
16th and Mission streets. 

Goodman is an artist who lives 
on San Francisco’s streets — a street 
artist in every sense of the term. 

“T have to paint on the streets,” 
Goodman told SF Weekly as he 
stood amid his art on 16th Street. 
“Whatever happens on the street, I 
still have to work with it. [My art] 
might get rained on. Some people 
rode their bike over it when I have 
it on the ground. If you see a design 
of a bike wheel on it, that’s what 
happened. 

“T have an ‘Art for Food’ sign up 
here,” he adds, pointing to the wall. 
“Some people give me some food, 
and some people donate a few dol- 
lars so I can go buy my own food.” 

On his website, Goodman de- 
scribes himself as “a 55-year-old, 
self-taught homeless artist and dis- 
tance runner.” SF Weekly has writ- 
ten about Goodman several times 
over the past five years, including 
in 2014, when Goodman’s art was 
featured at YBCA’s “Bay Area Now 
7” exhibit, which spotlighted artists 
who'd participated in the San Quen- 
tin Prison Arts Project. Goodman 
left San Quentin in 2010 after being 
incarcerated for eight years on a bur- 
glary conviction. Raised in San Fran- 
cisco, Goodman first began drawing 
at age 8. His work is artistically 
unique — and whether it’s displayed 
in a prestigious museum or on an 
outside wall by a BART station, it 
demands attention. 

When SF Weekly was interview- 
ing Goodman the other day, several 
passers-by inquired about the work 
on display. The largest, a vertical 
artwork about five-feet tall, was 
a fantastical scene of almost-magic 
realism that featured the Golden Gate 
Bridge, an elephant, an octopus, tall 
buildings, and sunlike swirls — which 
Goodman says imagines a scene of 
protesters with animals for protec- 
tion. Next to that work, a piece imag- 
ined Frida Kahlo in front of the Roxie 
Theater and at 24th and Mission 
streets. 

“I describe my art as kind of a ro- 
manticized street scene,’ Goodman 
says. ‘It’s like ‘street surrealism.’ I just 
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Street Surrealist 


draw how I feel or what I’m thinking 
about. ... ’m trying to get more into 
colors with action. I want to make 
things pop. Really bright, if I can — 
but unique colors.” 

Last September, SF Weekly wrote 
that homeless sweeps by SFPD and 
the Department of Public Works had 
repeatedly confiscated much of Good- 
man’s art collection. Half a year later, 
Goodman had replenished that col- 
lection. He had replenished his spirit, 
too, he says, even while he maintains 
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his art practice where he lives: on the 
streets. 

“Tl go up to Valencia Street, by 
Muddy Waters — a lot of customers 
around there like my work,” he says. “I 
usually go by the bars at night. Some- 
times during the day I come here. But 
not all the time because I have to leave 
the spot because the owner some- 
times comes in. I may only be here for 
a few hours or late at night.” 

“Tm waiting for housing,” Good- 
man adds, “and then I'll move along.

Hopefully I can get a little 
spot and do my art inside. I'd 
still have to show my art, and 
[kind of like showing it on 
the streets. I feel like that’s 
me. I get a chance to talk to 
people. It’s like I’m running 
my own art gallery. I can say 
that it brightens up a lot 

of people’s day. When I see 
people look at it and really 
think about it, it makes me 
feel special.”

American Woman 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
For something that declares its nationality in the 
title — via a phrase most associated with a song 
by a Canadian group, admittedly — Jake Scott’s 
American Woman moves with the rhythms of 
foreign film. It may have something to do with 
the director being the British-born son of Ridley 
Scott, though it also helps that Brad Inglesby’s 
script unfolds like an adaptation of an unwritten 
novel. Debra (Sienna Miller) is a single mother in 
rural Pennsylvania whose life is upended when 
her teenage daughter Bridget (Sky Ferreira) 
vanishes. But Debra’s life eventually goes on as 
it must, including further drama surrounding 
her sister Katherine (Christina Hendricks) and 
her mother Peggy (Amy Madigan), as well as 
romances with men both bad (Pat Healy) and 
not-terrible-but-not-that-great, either (Aaron 
Paul). A film like this lives or dies by how it 
regards its characters, and American Woman 
wisely never judges Debra, no matter the choices 
she makes. And considering they’re both stories 
about the effect an unspeakable act visited upon 
a blond teenager has on a small community, 
there’s a certain beauty in how American Woman 
uses Stars of the Lid’s 1997 ambient piece 
“Music for Twin Peaks Episode #30 Part 1” ata 
pivotal moment far better than Twin Peaks: The 
Return probably would have. Sherilyn Connelly 


Halston 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
Frédéric Tcheng’s documentary Halston tells 
a story which seems strangely familiar even 
if you've never heard of fashion designer Roy 
Halston Frowick, and not just because this isn’t 
the first documentary about him. It hits many 
beats we've seen as recently as the docudrama 
Mapplethorpe: gay man in the 1970s finds his 
professional niche and becomes successful 
beyond his dreams, gets into heavy drugs 
and Studio 54, makes questionable business 
decisions, and passes away from AIDS during the 
first Bush administration. As documentaries set 
in the upper-crust New York of the Bergdorf’s 
Cinematic Universe go — such as Always at the 
Carlyle, The First Monday in May, and Scatter 
My Ashes at Bergdorf’s — Halston is a bit 
more accessible, since his work was briefly if 
controversially available to the rabble when he 
designed clothes for JC Penney in the 1980s. 
To its credit, Halston doesn’t get into his never- 
not-boring childhood until the end, although 
a framing device featuring Tavi Gevinson as a 
fictional young archivist digging into Halston’s 
life doesn’t really pay off. But there’s plenty 
of tasty research porn, including a downright 
erotic sequence of the Fashion Institute 
of Technology’s mobile shelving system’s 
gearwheels being turned. Fashions come and 
go, but the opening of archives will never not be 
sexy. SC

of famous paintings.

In the art world, the “verso” side 
of a painting is the reverse side — the 
back of an artwork that has curators’ 
stickers on it, along with exposed wood 
and markings that aren’t meant for pub- 
lic consumption. If the front side is 
“Broadway, the verso side isn’t even 
“off-Broadway.” It’s “off limits.” Usually, 
anyway. But that’s been changing over 
the years as artists and curators realize 
how fascinating and revealing these re- 
verse sides can be. 

Working with museums across 
Europe and a New York gallery, the 
Brazilian artist Vik Muniz has done 
a series of verso sculptures based 
on the works of da Vinci, Vermeer, 
Rembrandt, and others. In 2001, the 
Harvard Art Museums showcased the 
art of Picasso, Michelangelo, and John 
Singer Sargent in “Verso: The Flip Side 
of Master Drawings,” which the uni- 
versity said was “the first exhibition 
devoted entirely to the display of draw- 
ings as three-dimensional objects with 
both a front and a back.” 

The French photographer Philippe 
Gronon adds to this canon of work 
with “Versos,” an exhibit at San Fran- 
cisco’s Modernism Gallery that spot- 
lights the back sides of well-regarded 
paintings in the Louvre, d’Orsay, 
Pompidou Center, and other French in- 
stitutions. With dozens of photos that 
are the exact size of the original works, 
Gronon’s color images are much more 
than facsimiles. They’re behind-the- 
scenes narratives that — sometimes 
with little information, other times 
with an avalanche — give away their 
clues. 

In Gronon’s image of Raphael’s 
Ezekiel’s Vision, a 500-year-old painting 
that the Louvre owns, we see a few 
worn-out stickers, some odd letters 
and numbers, and faded shades of 
browns, blacks, reds, grays, and other 
colors. It’s beautifully and mysteriously 
abstract — a work that you can imag- 
ine Jasper Johns doing on a whim. And 
then there’s Claude Monet’s Water Lil- 
ies, which the Museum of Modern and 
Contemporary Art in Saint-Etienne, 
France owns and has lent out across 
the world — evident by the countless 
stickers on the back that show it was 
shipped to Scotland, England, the 
United States, and other locales. The 
verso’s side-by-side stickers are remi- 
niscent of a luggage piece that airport 
stewards have repeatedly tagged for

security. This is the practical, unglam- 
orous side of a Monet masterpiece, but 
it speaks to Monet’s posthumous value 
as much as anything. “Show, don’t tell” 
is one of storytelling’s consummate 
tenets. Here’s that tenet in action. 

Unlike Harvard’s exhibit, Gronon’s 
art never shows the art’s front sides. 
We're forced to imagine what they 
look like if we don’t know already — or 
we re forced to go to our smartphones 
if we're really curious. But there’s a rea- 
son that Gronon only documents the 
back sides, and it makes perfect sense. 

“It’s interesting to point to things 
you can’t imagine,” Gronon tells SF 
Weekly in a phone interview from 
France. “It’s a painting at its origin. 
But you can’t imagine that the verso 
of the painting can become another 
painting.” 

Like Muniz, Gronon will work 
with museums and estates over many 
months to get full permission to 
document the original works. And he 
spends almost as much time choosing 
which paintings to document. So the 
behind-the-scenes work is often the 
toughest part of making behind-the- 
art artwork that has to be a visual 
standout. 

“I make a big casting to find ver- 
sos, Gronon says. “It should be its 
own painting — not only a verso of a 
painting. ... [ have a verso of a painting 
by Leonardo da Vinci from the Louvre 
that has a lot of very fine drawings, like 
of bones. And you have small drawings 
in the back by da Vinci. For some art- 
ists, the back was very important.” 


A woman with a camera, 

dressed in dark clothing, walked into Ta- 
nabe Chikuunsai IV’s art exhibit the 
other day, and here’s what she said, loud 
enough for everyone in the gallery to 
hear: “Oh, my God.” That sort of effusive 
utterance is often reserved for, say, news 
of great importance (“Trump did what? 
Oh, my God”) or great educational tri- 
umph (“He got into Harvard? Oh, my 
God”). But on an early Saturday morning 
at the Asian Art Museum, the woman di- 
rected her sentiment at an artwork of 
bamboo. 

Chikuunsai IV’s Connection is no 
ordinary artwork. For one thing, Chi- 
kuunsai IV made Connection in the 
gallery itself, working with assistants 
to create a twisting, gnarled labyrinth 
of thick, tree-like limbs that take up 
the gallery’s entire length. The work’s 
brown “skin” is comprised of countless 


bamboo strips that are originally from 
a unique growing spot in Japan’s Kochi 
prefecture. The exhibit’s invitation card 
shows Chikuunsai IV amid green bam- 
boo that’s rising skyward from a pris- 
tine Japanese forest. In the photo, Chi- 
kuunsai IV is holding a pole-vault-like 
piece of the green bamboo, cradling it 
like a sacred object. For Chikuunsai IV, 
bamboo really is sacred. Chikuunsai 

IV, whose given name is Tanabe Takeo, 
comes from a family of Japanese 
bamboo artists that goes back four 
generations, and traditions are strong 
in a family where the next Chikuunsai 
basically has to earn his last name. 

Chikuunsai IV’s great grandfather, 
Chikuunsai I, made baskets in the 
1920s that are now in the collection 
of New York’s Metropolitan Museum, 
and Chikuunsai II made similarly 
sought-after baskets (also collected by 
the Met). But Chikuunsai III veered 
from those traditions, making art that 
was less utilitarian and more artful — 
like the 2008 work called Delight for 
the Future, an expressive, geometrically 
shaped piece that, yes, the Metropol- 
itan owns in its collection. At age 45, 
Chikuunsai IV has veered further still 
as he makes large, room-sized works 
that spread out and twist in different 
directions and shapes. But Chikuunsai 
IV tells SF Weekly that he had the bless- 
ing of his father, who died in 2014. 
And Connection is not just an homage 
to his family — “I was thinking of my 
family, so that’s the first connection” 
— but also a new expression of his 
chosen craft. On other art projects, 
Chikuunsai IV has used computational 
design to make bamboo objects that 
look nothing like bamboo. 

“In my family, tradition is very im- 
portant — but creating something new 
out of the old tradition is the way you 
keep tradition alive,” says Chikuunsai 
IV, standing in the Asian Art Museum’s 
first-floor gallery and speaking in Japa- 
nese, which Maya Hara, the museum’s 
Japan Foundation Curatorial Assistant 
for Japanese Art, translated into En- 
glish. “If the tradition stagnates, it dies 
— and nobody is going to continue it. 
By creating something new and being 
innovative, you're continuing the tra- 
dition — though maybe my grandchil- 
dren or great grandchildren will look 
back and say, ‘Oh, he did something so 
traditional.’ ” 

The bamboo for Connection is recy- 
cled from an earlier, related art project, 
and Chikuunsai IV’s repurposing of the

stalks — and his plans to repurpose 

it again, when Connection ends its run 
at the Asian Art Museum — is a testi- 
mony to the way that art, like nature, 
can produce things that are fleeting 
and unexpected. Chikuunsai IV point- 
ed to shadows that Connection made 
inside the Asian Art Museum gallery 
that mirror shadows he experiences in 
Japan. 

“Aesthetically, bamboo represents 
one of the most beautiful materials,” 
says Chikuunsai IV, who lives in Osaka. 
“When I go into the bamboo forests, 
and I hear the wind on the bamboo 
— the sound of the bamboo grasses 
rustling — it’s this rustic feeling. I love 
it. In front of my home, I have bamboo 
growing, and I have a sliding, rice-pa- 
per door, and you can sometimes 
see the shadow of the bamboo, and 
it’s moving around. It’s aesthetically 
pleasing.” 

At the end of the interview, Chi- 
kuunsai IV went back to Connection, 
dropping to the ground and sitting 
cross-legged as he made sure that each 
new strip was integrated with another. 
The closer that art-goers get to Connec- 
tion, the closer they see the intricate 
weaving that Chikuunsai IV does to 
make the art what it is: an assemblage 
of sturdy plant stalks that first ema- 
nated from nature and then from the 
mind of Chikuunsai IV, who’s free to 
make what he wants as he travels from 
Japan’s sacred bamboo forests.

Dining at every Vietnamese 
restaurant in the Bay Area is like at- 
tempting to read every volume in a li- 
brary. Everywhere you look, there’s 
another tiny soup shop you have never 
heard of. And just like those books, some 
will be good and some not so — but then 
there are the other ones. The dusty hard- 
covers that you've never heard of that are 
not only great, but which open your eyes 
to something different and new. Golden

Lotus on the corner of Larkin and Wil- 
low streets in the Tenderloin’s Little Sai- 
gon is a beautiful novella, with pho rolls 
that will melt your heart. 

Pho rolls, or banh cuon thit nuong, 
are rice rolls filled with grilled lemon- 
grass pork, mint, and shallots. Unlike 
their close relatives, fresh rolls and 
spring rolls, these are made with a 
much thicker rice wrap. Sweating from 
the hot steam, the starchy casing has a 
gelatinous springiness that resembles 
the texture of a noodle more than

that of rice paper. The char from the 
grilled pork adds a crunchy, smoky 
layer and the fresh mint and shallot 
give it a crispy freshness. Combined, 
everything rolled up into these little 
tubular bites make the most wonderful 
texture. 

Pho rolls have the light, brightness 
of most Vietnamese rice rolls but they 
have a rustic meatier side that makes 
them something completely their 
own. They’re hot, they’re devilish, and 
they’re downright delicious. If fresh 
rolls feel like a healthy smart choice, 
pho rolls feel like their misfit cousin, 
still refreshing but just a little more 
devious. I could eat these things all day 
long. They’re savory, they’re sweet, and 
they pair beautifully with an ice-cold 
afternoon lager. 

There are so many great Vietnamese 
joints all over this city and beyond, but 
Golden Lotus is one of those rare finds 
that often goes overlooked. Don't skip 
past the pho rolls.

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Saturday, June 15, selling those dough- 
nut-shaped bread things that aren’t 
doughnuts — along with lots of coffee. 

A project of two couples — Tamara 
Hicks and David Jablons, and Hadley 
and David Kreitz — it’s neither New 
York-style nor Montreal-style, but 
firmly rooted in the Bay Area. Hicks 
and Jablons have run Marin’s Toluma 
Farms and Tomales Farmstead Cream- 
ery for 15 years, and Daily Driver will 
also be S.F’s first place to get some 
of Oakland’s Red Bay Coffee. The in- 
dustrial-gigantic space, clocking in at 
7,000 square feet — or roughly one for 
each of the 7,250 bagels they aim to 
sell every day — contains ample room 
for 130 people and their poppies, ses- 
ames, and everythings. You better be- 
lieve they’re wood-fired (hand-rolled, 
too) to get that chewy interior and 
surface crunch. 

What makes Daily Driver stand out 
from other bagel operators is the com- 
mitment to what goes on those bagels. 
While there’s a wholesale and catering 
component, Hadley Kreitz oversees 
a churning department of sorts that 
produces butter, cream cheese, and the 
like — even quark, that Northern Eu- 
ropean fresh cheese that’s not unlike 
labneh or paneer. Further, chef-part- 
ner Martin Siggins (Nico) will put out 
a selection of weekend brunch items 
like bagel dogs and a bagel lobster roll 
— and even repurpose the day-olds 
into a take on matzo ball soup. Because 
Dogpatch is full of craft breweries, 
beer from neighbors like Magnolia and 
Harmonic will be there, too.

Smog Check

Bill Callahan

Bill Callahan isn’t one to waste 
words. Now 53, the enigmatic sing- 
er-songwriter and Austinite, recogniz- 
able for his distinctive baritone voice and 
his evocative lyrics, speaks slowly. He 
doles out words as if each one were pre- 
cious, and perhaps slightly painful to 
give up. He pauses frequently, parsing 
his thoughts and deciding how he'd like 
to proceed. But the thoughts that 
emerge are clear, thoughtful, and 
weighty. Take his feelings on his impend- 
ing U.S. and European tour in support of 
his brand-new release, Shepherd ina 
Sheepskin Vest, out June 14. 

“The new songs are all babies — 
they’re not in a real world yet,” he 
says. ‘I’m trying to mentally conceive 
of what the set or show is going to be 
like. It’s more than just writing down a 
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bunch of songs and playing them.” 

Of course, this isn’t Callahan’s first 
rodeo. Since coming on the scene in 
the early ’90s, Callahan recorded for 
15 years under the moniker Smog, 
releasing 12 albums of songs ranging 
from discordant lo-fi to richly instru- 
mentalized, slickly produced works of 
alt-folk rock. His first album released 
under his own name, 2007’s Woke on 
a Whaleheart, leaned into the more 
acoustic-heavy sound evident on later 
Smog albums. Sometimes I Wish I Were 
an Eagle (2009), the live album Rough 
Travel for a Rare Thing (2010), Apoca- 
lypse (2011), and Dream River (2013, 
plus a 2014 remix album, Have Fun 
with God) followed, with Callahan’s 
sonorous voice anchoring visually rich 
dreamscapes of songs that covered 
topics ranging from deeply personal 
heartbreak to American politics. 
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This is Callahan’s first album and 


major tour in six years, and since a 
couple of significant life changes — 
namely his marriage in 2014 to film- 
maker Hanly Banks and the birth of 
his now-four-year-old son, Bass. This 
development was somewhat unexpect- 
ed for him, to say the least. 

“T thought your life was over when 
you got married and had kids. I never 
understood why anybody did that, or 
would desire that,” he muses. “But the 
truth is ... you never stop being a pre- 
historic man or woman. And when you 
have a kid, you get to see the real wild 
side of people, and yourself. You get 
pushed to limits.” 

Becoming a parent has, in short, 
amped things up for Callahan. 

“People talk about rock-climbing, 
but being a parent is a real extreme 
sport, I think.”

Shepherd reckons with this by 
rooting the song cycle “in a domestic 
setting.” On the album’s 20 tracks, Cal- 
lahan reckons with themes that range 
from marriage and airplanes to his 
mother’s death. 

“T wanted these songs to have a sto- 
ry that was made up of the most every- 
day details, but also included the crazy, 
unconscious mind: musings, dreams, 
the past, fantasies ... All those things 
that are occurring at the same time, 
for everyone,’ he explains. “That’s the 
most mind-blowing thing to me. We 
have to weave all of these things, all of 
these minds, into the fabric of being a 
decent human.” 

Despite being more firmly connect- 
ed to day-to-day realities than on his 
past releases, delving into that uncon- 
scious dream-world remains a signa- 
ture of Callahan’s work. Connecting to 


it is still a major part of his songwrit- 
ing process. 

“It’s important to creativity, I think, 
to do nothing, sometimes. You need to 
give your subconscious a chance to sort 
things out. Even washing the dishes, or 
something, that’s still using a part of 
my brain. I need to just zombie out on 
the couch,” he says. 

Naturally, parenthood has changed 
his capacity for zombie-ing out time, 
too. 

“T used to get it seven days a week; 
now I get it maybe one or two.” He 
pauses. “It’s enough. I probably used to 
take it to the extreme.” 

Regardless, the lyrics always come 
first for Callahan, as perhaps evidenced 
by the opening line of “Writing”: “It 
feels good to be writing again / Clear 
water flowing from my pen.” 

The deceptive plain-spokenness of 
Callahan’s style — poetry delivered 
in clear, straightforward terms — will 
be on full display at his June 18 show 
at the Castro Theatre, with Meg Baird 
supporting. (Other nearby tour dates 
include June 17 at Henry Miller Me- 
morial Library in Big Sur and June 19 
at Gundlach Bundschu winery in Sono- 
ma, should a Bill Callahan-inspired 
tour of the area’s beautiful venues 
appeal.) The Castro is a venue with per- 
sonal connections for Callahan, too — 
he used to go see movies at the iconic 
movie palace. 

“T love the old guy with the toupee 
playing organ,” he says. 

While an organ accompaniment is 
unlikely, an exploration of our many 
minds is a given. And, a view into Cal- 
lahan’s unexpected, extreme sport-ad- 
jacent domestic bliss. As he sings in 
“What Comes After Certainty”: “I’ve 
got the woman of my dreams / and an 
imitation Eames / And I signed Willie’s 
guitar / He sang, ‘Hey good lookin’, 
whatcha got cookin’? / And I signed 
Willie’s guitar when he wasn’t looking.” 

Never one to rest on his laurels, the 
song then posits, “True love isn’t mag- 
ic, it’s certainty / But what comes after 
certainty?” 

It’s a good question. But not the 
most pressing one: Did Callahan really 
sign Willie Nelson’s guitar when he 
wasn't looking? 

“Not yet,” he says mysteriously. “Tl 
wait till he asks.”

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Jimmy Eat World Is Still Hungry 


Jimmy Eat World

In 2001, Jimmy Eat World front- 


man Jim Adkins demanded to know if 
we were listening. 

The sugary anguish of “Sweetness” 
— which later finds Adkins extolling 
the virtues of “spinning free” — would 
ultimately be but one of many singles 
to emerge from the Arizona band’s 
seminal fourth album, Bleed American. 
It wasn’t long before Adkins had his 
answer: a resounding yes. Bleed Amer- 
ican enjoyed critical and commercial 
success, peaking at No. 31 on the U.S. 
Billboard 200 before achieving plati- 
num certification, for a million copies 
sold. 

Jimmy Eat World’s ascent into 
mainstream also arrived as snot-nosed 
pop punk was reaching its apex. It was 
a moment where acts like blink-182 
and Green Day began to play stadi- 


ums while the Vans Warped Tour (an 
operation, it should be noted, whose 
founder Kevin Lyman once dismissed 
sexual harassment as “part of the cul- 
ture”) welcomed a renewed surge in 
popularity. Many bands at the time 
were formed with the intent of cashing 
in on the commodified rebellion trend, 
but Adkins — along with bassist Rick 
Burch, rhythm guitarist Tom Linton, 
and drummer Zach Lind — was more 
interested in meaning than mucus. 
That’s because sincerity has always 
been one of Jimmy Eat World’s most 
potent powers. Their approach to 
songcraft — accessible yet genuine, in- 
fectious yet eloquent — eventually set 
them apart from their peers. In a ca- 
reer that’s seen the group release nine 
albums over the past 25 years, their 
penchant for crafting catchy tunes 
that expertly straddle the line between 


bubblegum and melancholy — a skill- 
set perhaps best exemplified by Bleed 
American's biggest hit, “The Middle” — 
has never waned. 

According to Adkins, the secret to 
his band’s longevity is to always re- 
member that nothing is permanent. 

“We've always looked at it like this 
could disappear at any moment,” he 
explains, “so all you really have is just 
being stoked on what you're doing 
right now. It’s the reward you get from 
challenging yourself to do your best 
work. That’s what’s carried us through 
this entire thing.” 

On Saturday, June 15, Jimmy Eat 
World plays San Francisco’s Bill Gra- 
ham Civic Auditorium with Third Eye 
Blind — another group that managed 
to survive the music industry’s culling 
of early-2000s alternative-rock acts. 
Somewhat surprisingly, the 43-year-

old Adkins says this will mark the first 
time the two bands have officially hit 
the road together. 

Dubbed the “Summer Gods” tour, 
one could be forgiven for harboring 
suspicions that this outing might be 
preying on the nostalgia of millennials 
who came of age in the era of Now 
That's What I Call Music!. At a moment 
when taking comfort in bygone days 
has become somewhat of a national 
pastime, Adkins says he doesn’t see 
why nostalgia should be framed as a 
negative. 

“T’'m nostalgic for us!” he laughs. 
“When you've been a band for 25 
years, it’s just going to happen. We 
make records constantly and I’m al- 
ways, always working on new material. 
Whatever brings our fans to the table 
is fine. If they want to call it nostalgia, 
that’s great.”

Furthermore, Adkins confirms that 
the crowds at Jimmy Eat World shows 
these days are not comprised solely 
of individuals who fondly recall Bleed 
American as the soundtrack of their 
high school tenure. 

“It’s across the board,” Adkins says. 
“On our last tour, I met a lot of people 
who had never seen us play before. 
There are younger people who discov- 
ered us from our very last record, and 
there are people who saw us play in 
a basement in 1996. There are even 
some parents who come to our shows 
because their kids got them into it. It’s 
pretty wild.” 

One thing that Adkins has a bit 
more trouble with are the fans who 
assumed his band broke up many years 
ago. 

His complaint is fair when one is re- 
minded that since their major label de- 
but, 1996's Static Prevails, Jimmy Eat 
World has released a new record every 
three years. They also tour frequently, 
with Adkins noting that touring places 
they’ve never been to remains one of 
the group’s top goals. 

“It would be awesome to go to In- 
dia,” he suggests, “although we might 
have to do a house remix album first.” 

Mostly, however, Jimmy Eat World 
is a band whose biggest ambition ap- 
pears to be simply continuing to do 
what they know best. On that front, 
Adkins confirms a tenth studio album 
for the group may arrive as early as 
this fall. Naturally, this tentative time 
frame would put Jimmy Eat World on 
course to keep their streak of releasing 
a new record every three years alive. 

“It’s kind of strange,” Adkins ex- 
plains, “but the longer that we do this, 
the easier it is to keep going. The fact 
that there are so many different types 
of people who can still find a way to 
connect with what we do is just the 
huge-est compliment. That’s really all 
anybody can hope for: that a listener 
makes an effort to find something that 
they connect with. Sometimes it’s only 
for a summer — sometimes it’s a life- 
long thing.”

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I'ma straight cis woman in my early 40s and a 
single mother. I have not dated or hooked up with 
anyone in years. While I miss dating, the biggest 
issue right now is that my sex drive is off the charts. 
While watching porn and masturbating once my 
child goes to sleep helps, I really want to get well and 
truly fucked by a guy who knows what he’s doing.

I am trying to weigh the pros 
and cons, but I feel out of my depth. Any advice for 

a gal who wants to get fucked but is not sure how to 
make that happen in a safe-ish space? 

Single Mom Absolutely Stupid Horny 


“In the recent past, the answer would 
have been ‘Google,” said John Oh, a Sydney- 
based male sex worker for women. “But ina 
post-SESTA/FOSTA world, that route is now 
unreliable—especially in the United States, where 
advertising on the web is far more difficult.” 

SESTA/FOSTA—the “Stop Enabling Sex 
Traffickers Act/Fight Online Sex Trafficking 
Act”—is a 2018 law that was crafted, backers 
said (backers lied), to fight sex trafficking. It 
made it a crime for web platforms to knowingly 
or unknowingly allow someone to post a sex ad. 
The law is so vague that platforms like Craigslist, 
Tumblr, and Facebook purged sexually explicit 
content in an effort to prevent sex workers from 
basically being online at all. SESTA/FOSTA’s 
backers claim they want to protect women—and 
only women—but in reality, pushing sex workers 
out of online spaces (where they could more 
effectively screen clients, share safety tips with 
each other, and organize politically) made sex 
work more dangerous, not less, and has led to 
more sex trafficking, not less. 

But one platform—one much pilloried but 
still popular platform—is bucking the anti-sex- 
worker/anti-sexually-explicit-content trend. 

“Twitter is still a (mostly) safe place for sex 
workers, and I have not heard of law enforcement 
using it to entrap potential clients,” said John. 
“So I believe that it is a reasonably safe place to 
anonymously research male sex workers. Many of 
us advertise there.” 

Since no one knows how long Twitter will 
allow sex workers to use its platform, you might 
want to get started on that search now, SMASH. 
And while sex work is work, and it’s work many 
people freely choose to do, not everyone is good 
at their job. Since your experiences with unpaid 
sex weren't that great, I asked John for some tips 


on increasing your odds of finding a skilled male 
sex worker. 

“Sadly, in places where sex work is 
criminalized, it’s harder to find a suitable male 
sex worker,” said John, “especially for someone 
who needs extra special care due to trauma. 

I expect that for SMASH, traveling to a place 
where sex work is not criminalized would not be 
practical, but that might be an option for others.” 

“If traveling to Australia, where John lives and 
where he’s been doing sex work for nine years 
(legally, as sex work is decriminalized in his state 
of New South Wales, and legalized in much of the 
rest of Australia), is unrealistic, John suggests 
chatting with sex workers in your area—but not, 
at least at first, the male ones. 

“Her best option may be to talk to female 
sex workers on Twitter and ask them for a 
recommendation,” said John. “This has two 
benefits—the first is that female workers in 
her general area will have local knowledge. The 
second is that female workers are generally very 
careful about endorsing male workers. So if a few 
female workers suggest a male sex worker, there 
is a high likelihood that he will be safe, capable, 
and professional. But if SMASH goes this route, 
tipping the female workers who help her out 
would be polite—otherwise this would amount to 
asking for unpaid labor.”
